* * * THE WASHINGTON PLAN 


The Washington Plan seems to be one of the most successful of the 
various plans tried throughout the country in an effort to solve the problem 
of health service to all the people. The New Orleans meeting of the 
A. D. A. has definitely started the wheels turning. Now it is up to each 
state and to each member in each state. Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
Ray M. Walls is the member of the Economics Committee for the 3rd 
District of the A. D. A. 

Read his report which follows and then read the articles starting on 
page 326 of the February issue, Journal A. D. A. 

The dhny of Delegates of the A. D. A. at the Annual Meeting in 
New Orleans last November adopted the following: 

“WHEREAS, for the past few years there has been considerable 

agitation concomins changes in medical and dental practice; and 
EREAS, out of this discussion has come no concrete ex- 
pression of opinion as to how to best furnish health service to all the 
poner pone would be at once fair and equitable to all parties con- 
cerned 
AVITEREAS, the Board of Trustees of the American Dental 
Association have gone on record as opposing the socializing of the 
dental profession and all plans of compulsory health insurance; and 
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“WHEREAS, The committee on Economics of the American 
Dental Association believes the most effective opposition to such 
forms of practice would be a system under full control of the organized 
health professions, which will supply health service to all of the people; 


“WHEREAS, it has been the custom of our people, when seeking 
health service to pay for what they get and get what they pay for, we 
recognize the fact that health service must be provided for the indigent 
and those whose income is insufficient to pay customary fees for dental 


care; an 
“WHEREAS, to meet these conditions, health services for the 
low income groups should be supplied at fees which are within the 
limits of their ability to pay. The care of the indigent must be, as it 
always has been, a charity problem of each community; 
“THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the American Dental 

Association in annual session assembled approve of further study and 

experimentation with plans to furnish such services as have been 

established in Washington, D. C. and St. Louis, Missouri, as we 
believe that the outcome of such practical research might terminate in 

a satisfactory solution to the vexing problems of providing adequate 

dental service to the low income group.” 

There has been considerable criticism because the professions have had 
no concrete plan to offer in opposition to the threat of socialization. The 
resolutions | have just read are an indication of a change in the attitude of 
the A. D. A. as a result of intensive study and investigation. 

In at least fifteen cities in the United States including Washington, D. C., 
St. Louis, Mo., Detroit, Newark, and Paterson, attempts are being made to 
adjust medical and dental needs to the facilities at hand. Probably the most 
outstanding undertaking was begun in Washington a little more than a year 
ago. This plan was published in the February issue of the Journal of the 
A.D. A., pages 326-338. Very briefly it embraces three divisions; (1) The 
Central Admitting Bureau for Hospitals (2) the Permit Bureau of the Board of 
Public Welfare, and (3) Medical-Dental Service Bureau. Co-ordinated with 
the Administration is an Hospitalization. 

Arrangements are made to look after the patient according to his needs 
and if he can pay, the payments are in proportion to his income and re- 
sponsibilities; each case being handled on its merits. 

The Medical and Dental Societies together with the hospitals provide 
a cooperative non-profit making organization to adjust payments for old, 
present, and contemplated medical, hospital, or dental care. It is designed 
for the use of anyone having financial problems and medical needs. 

If the patient is unable to pay anything the Board of Public Welfare 
arranges for this care. By this plan, which is financed by the Community 
Chest and by a 10% charge for all fees collected, the poor and the so-called 
middle class are adequately provided for. 

| am very anxious to create sufficient interest among the members of this 
society, that you will go back to your homes determined to organize in 
conjunction with the Medical Society some such plan. If we can develop 
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in this state satisfactory organizations to supply all the citizens with hospital, 
medical and dental care then we will be in a position to combat the threat 
of the socialization of our profession. 

You will find the employer of labor anxious to back your efforts. The 
present social legislation will tax him heavily and if the plan is extended by 
the government and adopted by the State, his taxes will be increased again. 

| cannot dwell further upon this plan nor upon the arguments against 
socialized dentistry with which you are all familiar. | ask that you read the

FOR ETHICAL DENTISTS * FOR THE PUBLIC 


HIS was one big question put before your 68th Annual Meeting of the 

Pennsylvania State Dental Society in February. A comprehensive plan 

was submitted. Submitted first to the Board of Trustees, who unanimous- 
ly endorsed it. Not only endorsed it but allocated a very substantial sum 
for carrying it out. 

Submitted next to the Legislative Committee, who already knew much 
of its details since it really originated there. Here, too, the endorsement 
was unanimous. Submitted to the House of Delegates, an unusually well 
ames meeting, with the same result. The plan is adopted and under way. 

at is it: 

In this brief article we can only sketch the outline. In fact the best 
way to grasp it is by studying the display boards which presented it to the 
February meeting. So effective were these boards that two duplicate sets 
are being made and will be presented at local meetings throughout the 
State. In the west Dr. H. C. Metz, Chairman of the Legislative Committee 
will route the displays. In the central districts Dr. Wayde D. Kelly of 
Harrisburg will be in charge. In the east Dr. George A. Coleman of 
Philadelphia. 

Proper protection resolves itself simply into a matter of proper educa- 
tion. Legislators as a group are always eager to do what the largest number 
of their constituents wish done. It has really been the dentists’ own fault 
that the public has not been properly educated, and its influence marshalled 
sponsoring proper legislative protection. Perhaps the delay has been a 
good thing, for today we have the Supreme Court of the United States 
approving such legislation, and stating that for the common good, laws 
against unethical practice are proper. 

The plan worked out is sensibly simple; first, presenting the facts to the 
clients of every ethical dentist. Second, securing the signatures of these 
clients to a petition advocating a proper bill. Third, presenting this petition

to each legislator with the signatures appended that come from his own 
district. Obviously those signatures will includ lude the names of the most 
influential people in his district. Obviously, also, there will be a tremen- 
dous number of these names. 

It is only fair to say that excellent as is the work done by Dr. Metz’'s 
committee in developing this plan, it is really the result of the excellent 
work done by many previous Legislative Committees. In fact it was the 
combined ideas of many past and present leaders of the State Society that 
made possible such a simple, workable plan. 

The display boards, while prepared primarily to tell to the dentists at 
the February meeting the story of the plan;—are equally effective in giving 
the story to allied organizations and lay organizations. Following is a 
brief resume of their contents: 


Plaque 1: “HERE IS THE BILL IT IS BOTH TO YOUR PATIENTS’ 
AND YOUR OWN INTERESTS TO PASS” 

The plaque shows the 1935 bill which will be made stronger for 
its 1937 presentation. 

Plaque 2: “HERE IS THE TYPE OF PRACTITIONER WHO WILL 
OPPOSE THE BILL”’ 

These pictures of advertising offices have been collected from 
all sections of the state and speak for themselves. 

Plaque 3: “CONCERNING YOUR SHARE IN PUBLIC HEALTH” 
We plan to put these leaflets in the waiting room of every 
ethical dentist in Pennsylvania. It tells the following story: 

It says, “Concerning your share in public health. No person is quite 
so easy to impose on as one suffering from physical pain and discomfort. 

No person believes more willingly false promises, consequently for centuries 

the quack doctor and the maker of false cure-alls has prospered and grown 

wealthy”, and so on. 
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“TO THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE OF THE COM- 

MONWEALTH OF PENNSYLVANIA” 
This is the petition we want your patients, your friends, members 
of our allied professions to sign. It is possible by this means of 
securing between two and three million signatures to take to 
Harrisburg with us in 1937. 

“In the interests of public health—for the protection of those who 
through credulity or ignorance fall an easy prey to exploitation, for the 
curbing of unscrupulous individuals who see in the public's general respect 
for the dental profession an opportunity to mulct the unwary and the poor, 
for the prevention of malpractice and robbery, we the undersigned urge the 
enactment of bill No... .... as a law of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania.” 
Plaque 5: This map shows our state divided into districts as provided for by 

our Constitution and By-Laws. Through these districts with a 
key man in each we will place in each office the pamphlets, 
petition, copy of our proposed act, the United States Supreme 
Court decision in the Chante case, and all information as to the 
Senators and Representatives from each of your own districts. 

Plaque 6: These states passed anti-advertising bills in 1935. Pennsylvania 
is conspicuous by her absence. 

Plaque 7: “HERE IS WHAT THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 

THINKS OF SUCH LEGISLATION” 
The following excerpt is reproduced: ‘The community is con- 
cerned with the maintenance of professional standards which will 
insure protection against those who would prey on a public 
peculiarly susceptible to imposition through alluring promises of 
physical relief, safeguards not only against deception but against 
practices which would tend to demoralize the profession, 
practitioners who have resorted to such advertising to lure the 
credulous and ignorant members of the public for purposes of 
fleecing them.” 

Plaque 8: Here is the whole story of whether the bill is passed or not. 
Legislators pass those bills which are desired by the largest 
number of active voters. A majority is always defeated if the 
minority is active. 

If you secure the signatures of every one of your patients and your 
fellow dentists do the same, we will see that each legislator sees the names 
of the voters from his district. With those names before him, it should be 
easy to get him to support the bill. The support of the state and county 
medical associations, the faculties and students in the dental colleges, the 
various dental supply houses and supply firms will be enlisted.

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* * * THE PHILADELPHIA MEETING 


The following write-up of the Philadelphia meeting was originally prepared by 
Dr. Tassman but because of its late arrival and the shortage of space, your editor has had 
to condense it to some extent. 


Philadelphia surprised itself with a dental meeting of unexpectedly 
large registration on February 4-5-6, 1936. Truth to tell, the rooms in 
some instances were not nearl large enough to accommodate all those 
who clamored for admission. The O anization Committee, warned well in 
advance of the avalanche, thought it rox made every preparation to ‘ale 
each individual comfortable, but on the second day of the meeting, the tide 
of registration poured in so heavily that it was well nigh impossible to 
maintain a proper decorum. Philadelphia—Beware! You have re-estab- 
lished your reputation as a center of dentistry in the United States and next 
year it will be necessary to prepare for an even greater attendance than 
ever before. 

As to the scientific program; an analysis of its physical construction 
proves very readily that it had perfect ot sal and adequacy for a well 
rounded intensive dental post graduate education. The essays were com- 
prised of the following:—

The surprising feature of this analysis is the fact that the section on 
Operative Dentistry was given great prominence in direct contrast to what 
most dental programs have offered in the past ten years. The answer to this 
might be found in the fact that a goodly portion of this section was devoted 
to Children's Dentistry. Philadelphia,—possibly because of the stimulus 

iven to its dental group by the Pennsylvania Society for Promotion of 
Dentistry for Children, the bulk of whose membership is drawn from the 
Philadelphia district, is fast becoming an outstanding crusader in the cause 
of Prevention and Children’s Dentistry. 

One of the outstanding features of the meeting was the presentation 
by Dr. Leroy Hartman of New York City, in which he expounded for the 
second time in a few weeks his theory of a desensitizer or an obtundent that 
could be applied to a cavity in a tooth to render it impervious to pain in 
cavity preparation. The solution he uses consists of Thymol 114 parts, 
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Ethyl Alcohol 2 parts, and Sulphuric Ether 2 parts, all by weight. For the 
benefit of those al se have not heard the paper, may we say that Dr. Hartman 
stresses the point that unusual care must be exercised to protect the gums 
from injury either by the use of the rubber dam or well placed cotton roils. 
It is most unfortunate that the entire matter was given so much undue pub- 
licity because of the fact the laity, having read the newspaper accounts, 
expected to walk into any dental office and find a panacea for any dental 
pain. Regardless of this however, we were very happy to hear Dr. Hartman 
stress this point and it behooves évery dentist who uses the solution to 
proceed with extreme caution. This is a drug and a technique which must 
be proven clinically. It was our privilege to hear him on both occasions 
when his paper was presented and we were deeply impressed with his 
sincerity of purpose and his desire to accomplish but one aim—namely— 
to give a real service to humanity. A\s to the eventual results, only time and 
clinical findings will prove the efficacy of the treatment. In this connection, 
we would advise all those interested to read the editorial in the March issue 
of the Journal of the American Dental Association. 

Dr. Samuel Charles Miller of New York City, presented a very interest- 
ing treatise on ‘‘Periodontia for the General Practitioner’. The essayist very 
thoroughly goes into the problems of diagnosis, instrumentation, balancing 
of occlusion, toothbrushing and choice of treatment in periodontal disease. 
We would respectfully commend Dr. Miller to the attention of the members 
of the profession who have not heard him to-date. 

Dr. Oscar V. Batson of Philadelphia, Professor of Anatomy at the 
University of Pennsylvania, as usual was most interesting in his presentation 
of the “Anatomy of the Mouth and Jaw”’ and the clinical application of the 
knowledge of these parts both in Surgery and Prosthesis. 

Dr. V. H. Kazanzian of Boston, Mass., presented a paper on the ‘‘Surgical 
Preparation of the Mouth for Artificial Dentures’, and Dr. Frank W. Rounds 
of Boston, Mass., gave a presentation on ‘“Exodontia Procedure for the 
General Practitioner”. Also in the section of Oral Surgery, appeared 
Dr. E. A. Hardy of London, England, whose subject on “Dental Aspects 


of Cleft Palate and Facial Deformities’’ as demonstrated by motion pictures 
proved one of the most interesting highlights of the entire evening. 

Dr. Kurt H. Thoma of Boston, Mass., gave a very excellent treatise on 
“Pathological Interpretations of X-Ray Findings’ and was very well re- 
ceived by a capacity audience. 


Again in the section of Pathology, Dr. Alfred Walker of New York 


NECROLOGY 


Dr. H. L. Cleaver of Reading died February 14, less than 12 hours 
after he had been honored by the Reading Dental Society for serving as its 
treasurer for 25 years. Dr. Cleaver graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1895. He is survived by his widow and three sisters. 
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City discussed “Pulpless Teeth with Periapical Involvement’ and outlined 
a definite treatment procedure for the care of pulpless teeth. 

One of the highlights of the meeting was the presentation of a paper by 
Dr. Paul H. Jeserich of Ann Arbor, Michigan, on “Thermal Changes in the 
Enamel, Dentine and Pulp from Operative Procedures and the Possibility 
of Injury Therefrom’’. This paper covered about the same ground as the 
one he gave at the Altoona meeting last May. 

In addition to the presentation of this paper, Dr. Jeserich also gave one 
of the finest clinics we have ever had the privilege of attending on ‘The 
Gold Inlay”. 

Dr. Walter Emerson Briggs of Attleboro, Mass., gave an interesting 
paper on “Preventive Dentistry and Visual Education’’. Db Briggs covered: 
thorough examination of the teeth and supporting tissues, with mirror an 
explorer, bite-wing and full mouth X-Rays, yearly study models, pro- 
phylaxis and nutritive analysis. 

Meyer Solis-Cohen, M.D. of Philadelphia, in presenting an essay on 
the ‘Relation of Dental to Other Foci of Infection”, demonstrated with 
marked ability the fact that the physician is quite thoroughly conversant with 
the problems of the pulpless tooth. Never have we heard the physician 
received at any dental meeting with such popular acclaim and enthusiasm 
as was this particular essayist. 

Time and space preclude the possibility of making mention of all the 
essayists who appeared on the program. We should like to mention how- 
ever the names of Dr. George B. Winter, president of the A. D. A.; Drs. 
G. Farrel Webb, Kansas City, Mo., James S. Miller of Trenton, N. J., 
James Clyde Munch of Philadelphia; Elsie Gerlach, Chicago, Ill.; George 
M. Anderson of Baltimore, Md.; H. Spaulding Both of New York City; 
Edward W. Beech, Philadelphia; all of whom presented articles of unusual 
merit and of great interest to the profession. 

We would be greatly remiss if we failed to make mention of the Topic 
Discussion in the section on Children’s Dentistry in which seventeen ques- 
tions were propounded and each one answered by a different individual to 
whom four minutes was allotted. This particular session attracted unusual 
attention and proved that such innovations as this are necessary and vital 
parts of any dental meeting. In another issue, we hope to be privileged to 
discuss the Post-Graduate Clinics which appeared on this program. 

To the officers of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society and the 
Philadelphia County Dental Society and their co-workers who were re- 
sponsible for the success of the meeting, we respectfully doff our hats and
